Tha t tragic dispute at Hasting,-, X. Y., in which a man 
a nd his wife barricaded their do o rs to keep their infant 
da ug h t e r lro m being ta ken to a ho spital Ini a lite-,saving 
o pera tio n, is a thing that co uld have ha ppened at no o ther 
time than the present. 
A few deca des a go the mere no tio n that a nyo ne might 
try to o verride a pa rents’ wishes abo ut a child's welfa re 
wo uld ha ve seemed unendura ble, 
less a ges still held go o d, until very 
do wha t he liked with his o wn, and "his o wn" included 
members o f his family as well a 
his lesser go o ds and ch a t­ 
tels. 
No w we have go t pa -t that ; and bee hum * two bew ilder­ 
ed immigra nts in a .unall to wn liadn t go t a djusted to the 
new viewpo int, the sta te’s a ttempt to sa ve their da ugh ter’s 
life seemed to them cruel high ha nded and deeply injust. 
And fo r tho se o i us who a re sitting o n the sidelines, 
there is an interesting parallel to he dra wn. 
Wha t el se wa s this 
tuhho rn, hea rt-brea kingly, c on t u s ­ 
ed a ttitude o n the part o f the .J o hn Va sko fa mily than a 
last flare-up o f the rugged individua lism o f the o ld da ys? 
There wa s a time when it wa s no ne o f the 
ta te’s busi­ 
ness ho w a man cho se to rear his children. 
It is o nly re­ 
cently tha t the higher duty and respo nsibility o f the sta te 
has been reco gnized. 
This po o r immigra nt sho cks us, to ­ 
da y; o ur gra ndfa thers wo uld ha ve ca lled him a hero . 
And w e are beginning to see, no w, that this extensio n o f 
so ciety’s respo nsibility' sprea ds into ma ny fields. 
No t o nly 
has so ciety the o bliga tio n to step inside the la mily circle, 
o n o cca sio n; it must interfere in many o ther ma tters with 
which it never befo re co ncerned itself. 
In sheer self-pro tectio n, it must interfere with a m a n’s 
private business. 
It is getting rea dy, no w, to regula te the 
a mo unt o f fo o dstuffs a ma n may rai e, if he be a fa rmer; 
to say ho w many ho urs h ’ 
emplo yes ma y wo rk, and w hat 
pay’ they shall get, if he he a m a nufa cturer; to say what 
he ma y tlo with his mo ney, if he he ;i tiuaneier. 
It has to wn< 
do these things, a nd many mo re like them, beca use the o ld 
individualistic system do es no t wo rk a ny lo nger. 
And the men who pro test at thi extensio n o f po wer are, 
in so me wa ys, strikingly 
like th s misguided 
immigra nt 
w ho lights to keep the do cto rs fro m sa ving his da ughter’s 
life.

As the a dministia lio n and ( ’impress imivu to pw ard with 
their ruco vety pro Kiatn, the o rdinary citizen sta nds a very 
ifo o d eha nee o i gettiiiK ho pele ,sl> eo ntnsud when he tries 
to reco ncile the a ppa rent co nlticl between the 
eiVo rts 
which a re hemp ma de to ba la nce the budget and tin* pla ns 
which arc* being laid lo r lighting the depressio n. 
On the o ne ha nd he sees dra stic cuts in jfo vt rnment e.\- 
pemtitures—euts running lur hipher tha n a nyo ne had sup- 
po sed really po ssible. 
But as he rejo ices o ver these, he sees that this sa me go v­ 
ernment i.s a bo ut to spend mo ney o n a sca le never befo re 
attmpted in time o f pea ce, s o as to reto re emplo yment and 
start industry jyoinjr a ya m. 
There seems to be a sha rp co nflict between these two 
activities. 
On the surla ee, they a ppea r to ca ncel o ne a n­ 
o ther. 
This co nflict, ho wever, is mo re a ppa rent tha n real. 
Ihe cut- that have been ma de co me o ut o t regular, da \ 
by-da y expenditures.
